As  we  approach  the  end  of  2003,  we  can  look  back  on  another 
outstanding  year  at  Northwestern  State  University. 

Your  University  has  also  had  an  excellent  fall  semester.  A  record  fall 
enrollment  of  10,505  was  recorded  in  part  because  of  hard  work  by  our 
faculty,  staff  and  students.  Our  alumni  also  play  a  major  role  in  recruiting 
students  by  letting  us  know  about  outstanding  students  and  spreading  the  word  about 
Northwestern  in  their  communities. 

Recently,  I  had  the  chance  to  spend  some  time  with  some  of  the  young  men  and  women  in 
Northwestern's  ROTC  program,  the  Demon  Battalion.  Led  by  Lt.  Col.  Claton  Chandler, 
Northwestern  has  developed  one  of  the  top  ROTC  programs  in  the  region.  The  program's 
objective  is  to  commission  15  lieutenants  each  year,  but  they  were  able  to  commission  19  this 
year.  That  number  should  increase  to  24  next  year  and  27  in  2007. 

The  Demon  Battalion  also  continues  to  exceed  their  brigade,  region,  and  national  averages 
in  four  performance  areas  during  the  National  Advanced  Leadership  Course  at  Ft.  Lewis,  Wash. 

Over  the  years,  our  ROTC  program  has  produced  seven  general  officers.  We  are  proud  of 
all  those  who  are  associated  with  ROTC  at  Northwestern  and  their  willingness  to  serve  our 
country. 

The  Louisiana  Creole  Heritage  Center  recently  co-hosted  an  international  Creole  Studies 
Conference  in  New  Orleans.  This  conference  brought  together  scholars  and  those  with  an 
interest  in  Creole  Heritage  from  around  the  world.  Early  this  year,  NSU  and  Tulane  University 
formed  a  Creole  Studies  Consortium  that  is  already  bringing  positive  attention  to  NSU. 

Also,  The  Gulf  States  Regional  Community  Policing  Institute  (GSRCPI)  which  is  located 
on  our  campus  recently  received  a  $700,000  grant  to  continue  its  excellent  work.  The  Institute 
provides  training  to  law  enforcement  agencies  and  individuals  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and 
Alabama. 

Northwestern  ai.^o  continues  to  excel  in  the  electronic  delivery  of  classes,  enabling 
students  to  take  classes,  anytime,  anywhere.  According  to  the  latest  statistics,  students  in  60  of 
64  Louisiana  parishes  and  14  states  are  logging  on  through  our  eNSU  portal. 

NSU  is  an  exciting  place  to  be  because  we  have  so  many  people  dedicated  to  excellence  in 
all  areas.  Your  continued  support  means  so  much  to  us  and  allows  Northwestern  to  be  the 
university  of  choice  for  outstanding  students.

Computer  information  systems  students  at  Northwestern  State  University  do  their  work  on  the 
best  available  equipment.  Students  have  access  to  the  fastest  desktop  computers  and  the 
software  most  widely  used  in  business  and  industry.  But  having  the  best  hardware  and 
software  isn't  why  NSU  has  built  one  of  the  nation's  best  computer  information  systems  program.  It 
all  comes  down  to  the  people  involved  in  the  program. 

Recently,  Northwestem's  computer  information  systems  program  was  selected  as  one  of  the 
top  five  in  the  U.S.  by  the  information  systems  department  at  State  Farm  Insurance.  Each  year,  the 
department  designates  five  programs  as  "Key  Schools."  NSU  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  top  computer 
information  systems  programs  in  the  U.S.  along  with  Indiana  University,  Mansfield  University, 
Southern  Illinois  University  and  the  University  of  Illinois  -  Chicago. 

"We  have  managed  to  assemble  a  group  of  excellent  teachers  in  all  areas  of  the  program."  said 
Dr.  Jack  Russell,  the  coordinator  of  the  computer  information  systems  program  at  Northwestern.  "We 
stay  with  the  students  because  the  program  is  the  size  that  we  can  be  like  a  family.  We  make  them  toe 
the  mark,  but  the  faculty  is  in  the  labs  working  with  the  students.  We  go  elbow  to  elbow  with  them  to 
make  sure  they  are  successful." 

NSU  has  gained  the  attention  of  some  of  the  country's  best-known  businesses  because  of  its 
success  in  national  competition.  Students  from  NSU  have  won  three  consecutive  national  titles  in

systems  analysis  and  design  at  the  Association  of  Information  Technology 
Professionals  Collegiate  Conference  along  with  a  top  finish  in  paper  presentation  in 
2001.  NSU  has  also  tallied  a  second  place  finish  in  COBOL  programming,  Banner  - 
Creative  in  2002  and  a  second  in  E-commerce  and  Web  development  in  2002  and  a 
third  place  finish  this  year. 

The  competition  is  good  for  us  because  it's  like  a  real  world  situation,"  said 
senior  CIS  major  Susan  Little  of  Longville.  "We  learn  a  lot  from  it  because  the 
problems  we  face  at  competition  is  close  to  those  we  would  face  in  the  workplace. 
Our  accomplishments  give  us  something  to  be  proud  of  and  should  help  us  get  jobs." 

NSU  has  established  relationships  with  companies  including  State  Farm,  JC 
Penney  and  Wal-Mart.  Each  of  these  companies  hire  students  for  internships  that 
often  lead  to  permanent  jobs. 

"We  maintain  close  contacts  with  business  and  industry,  so  we  can  continue 
to  teach  the  skills  that  businesses  want,"  said  Instructor  of  Computer  Information 
Systems  Barbara  Russell.  "Our  current  students  see  the  success  our  graduates  have 
when  they  get  jobs  and  begin  moving  up.  They  want  to  do  well  because  they  see 
success  at  the  end  of  the  road." 

According  to  Barbara  Russell,  the  program  concentrates  on  placing  graduates 
in  companies  with  large  information  technology  departments.  She  said  NSU  would 
like  to  have  more  graduates  working  in  Louisiana,  but  opportunities  are  limited. 

An  important  part  of  the  curriculum  for  Northwestern  students  is  a  solid 
background  in  all  areas  of  business  in  addition  to  computing. 

Often,  computer  gurus  don't  know  business  and  management  doesn't  know 
computers.  We  give  them  the  best  of  both  worlds." 


"We  take  the  same  business  courses 
everyone  else  does,"  said  senior  James 
Marsh  of  Leesville.  "That  includes 
management  and  marketing  courses. 
Because  of  that,  we  will  be  able  to  relate 
to  people  in  other  areas  of  the  company 
and  can  be  on  the  same  page." 

Students  work  with  the  latest 
programs  by  Microsoft  and  Oracle  and 
widely  used  applications  like  Rational 
Rose.  Learning  programming  languages 
such  as  COBOL  is  also  vital  for  students. 

"Approximately  85  percent  of 
businesses  need  applications  that  can't  be 
bought  off  the  shelf,"  said  Jack  Russell. 
"That  requires  modifications  and  tailoring 
the  application  to  the  client.  Smaller 
businesses  may  buy  a  vendor  package 
then  think  'If  it  could  only  do  this  or  that.' 
Programmers  are  needed  to  add  on  to  a 
package." 

That  type  of  programming  work  is 
ideal  for  many  of  the  students. 

"Programming  is  so  complex  and 
challenging.  You  have  to  be  very 
detailed,"  said  Holly  Nguyen,  a  senior 
from  New  Orleans.  "Being  able  to  spot 
little  mistakes  and  be  analytical  is  very 
important.  Sometimes  I  will  stay  up  until 
3  or  4  a.m.  to  try  to  catch  a  problem.  I  talk 
to  friends  at  other  universities  and  they 
don't  enjoy  programming  languages.  I 
enjoy  them,  even  though  they  are  tedious, 
because  the  faculty  teaches  it  so  well." 

"Our  students  have  the  knowledge 
to  be  programmers  and  systems  analysts/ 
business  analysts,"  said  Jack  Russell. 
"They  know  how  to  talk  to  business 
leaders  and  understand  what  management 
tell  them.   Ill 
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Dr.  Chris  Maggio  has  been  named  director  of  alumni  and  development  at 
Northwestern  State  University. 

Maggio  will  head  NSU's  fund  raising  efforts  including  the  university's  capital 
campaign  which  will  be  announced  next  year.  He  will  oversee  the  NSU  Foundation, 
NSU  Alumni  Association,  as  well  as  the  Offices  of  Institutional  Advancement  and 
Alumni  Affairs. 

"Chris  is  an  individual  who  has  a  great  love  for  Northwestern  and  its  people," 
said  NSU  President  Dr  Randall  J.  Webb."  "I  know  he  will  continue  working 
diligently  to  help  the  university  continue  to  move  forward.  His  enthusiasm  is 
contagious  and  has  a  way  of  helping  rekindle  the  positive  feelings  alumni  and 
friends  have  for  this  special  place." 

A  1985  graduate  of  Northwestern  in  physical  education,  Maggio  earned  a 
master's  in  physical  education  at  Northwestern.  He  received  a  doctorate  in 
developmental  education  from  Grambling  State  University. 

Maggio  has  been  a  member  of  Northwestem's  staff  for  15  years.  After  serving 
as  assistant  track  and  field  and  cross  country  coach  for  one  year,  he  was  head 
women's  track  and  field  and  women's  cross  country  coach  from  1989  until  1994 
when  he  was  named  assistant  athletic  director. 

Later  that  year,  Maggio  was  named  director  of  admissions  and  recruiting  and 
was  promoted  to  director  of  enrollment  services  three  years  later  In  1999,  he  was 
selected  to  be  director  of  alumni  affairs. 

Maggio  was  an  instructor  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Physical  Education 
from  1988  until  1994.  In  2002,  he  was  made  an  assistant  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Performance.  Before  returning  to  NSU,  Maggio 
was  an  instructor  and  coach  at  St.  Mary's  School  in  Natchitoches.

Dr.  Tom  Paul  Southerland  and 
Maxine  Aycock  Southerland  were 
named  as  the  2003  recipients  of 
the  President's  Distinguished  Service 
Award  at  Northwestern  State  University. 
This  honor  is  presented  annually  by 
Northwestern  President  Dr.  Randall  J. 
Webb  to  recognize  individuals  who  have 
rendered  outstanding  and  dedicated 
service  to  the  university. 

"Dr.  Tom  Paul  Southerland  and 
Mrs.  Maxine  Aycock  Southerland  have  a 
made  a  major  positive  impact  for  decades 
on  education,  historic  preservation,  and 
other  civic  and  cultural  activities  in 
Natchitoches  and  throughout  Louisiana," 
said  Webb.  "They  are  Northwestern 
alumni  and  former  members  of  the 
University's  faculty  and  administration. 
Even  today  in  'retirement'  both  are 
actively  involved  in  promoting 
Northwestern  and  the  Natchitoches  area 
well  beyond  this  region  of  the  state. 

"This  marks  the  first  time  that  the 
President's  Distinguished  Service  Award 
at  Northwestern  has  ever  been  awarded  to 
a  husband  and  wife,  and  it  is  appropriate 
and  meaningful  that  this  significant  honor 
is  bestowed  upon  such  a  dynamic, 
productive,  and  deserving  couple  as  Tom 
and  Maxine  Southerland." 

A  graduate  of  Louisiana  State 
Normal  School,  Tom  Paul  Southerland 
earned  a  master's  and  doctorate  at  LSU. 
He  was  an  administrator  at  Northwestern 
from  1966  until  his  retirement  in  1986 
and  came  to  NSU  after  serving  four  years 
as  assistant  superintendent  for  instruction 
for  the  Rapides  Parish  School  Board. 
Southerland  was  the  university's  dean  of 
the  College  of  Education  from  1966  until 
1975  and  dean  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies  and  Research  from  1975  until 
1978.  In  1978,  Southerland  was 
appointed  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs  and  was  named  executive  vice 
president  in  1982.  He  was  named  vice 
president  emeritus  in  1987. He  is  a  2001 
inductee  in  the  NSU  Hall  of 
Distinguished  Educators. 

Southerland  was  instrumental  in 
establishing  admissions  standards  for 
teacher  education  and  developing  14  new 
programs  for  the  College  of  Education  as 
well  as  securing  a  specialist  and  doctorate 
program.  He  led  the  College  of  Education 
to  full  accreditation  by  the  National 
Council  for  Accreditation  of  Teacher 


Education.  Under  his  leadership,  NSU 
constructed  the  Teacher  Education 
Center,  the  Middle  Lab  School  and  the 
Health  and  Human  Performance 
Building. 

Throughout  his  career,  Southerland 
remained  active  professionally,  making 
presentations  at  state  and  regional 
conferences  and  publishing  in  national 
educational  journals.  He  served  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  Task  Force  for  Quality 
in  Higher  Education  and  the  Governor's 
Block  Grant  Advisory  Council. 
Southerland  served  as  president  of  the

Education  Leadership  Conference  was 
elected  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Southern  States  Work  Conference  and 
was  a  director  of  LUMCON. 

Southerland  has  been  active  civic 
and  community  affairs  serving  as 
president  and  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Rotary  Club  of 
Natchitoches,  the  Natchitoches  Area 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the 
Natchitoches  -  Northwestern  Symphony 
Society.  He  was  also  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Louisiana  Outdoor  Drama 
Amphitheater. 

Southerland  served  in  the  U.S. 
Navy  and  a  coach,  teacher,  principal  and 
administrator  in  Rapides  Parish  before 
returning  to  Northwestern. 

Maxine  Southerland  received  her 


bachelor's  degree  from  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College  and  a  master's  at 
Northwestern  and  did  master's  plus  30 
work  at  NSU  and  LSU.  She  taught  and 
headed  home  economics  departments  at 
several  high  schools  and  was  an  associate 
professor  of  home  economics  at 
Northwestern.  In  addition,  Maxine 
Southerland  was  head  dietician  at  Charity 
Hospital  in  Pineville  and  was  a  dietician 
for  several  institutions  during  the 
summer. 

For  35  years,  she  has  been  active 
in  the  Association  for  Preservation  of 
Historic  Natchitoches  as  president  since 
1989,  vice  president  from  1980  until 
1989,  chairperson  of  Historic  Lemee 
House  and  Melrose  Historic  Home  and  a 
board  member  since  1968.  While  she  has 
been  president,  APHN  acquired  the  cabin 
of  Clementine  Hunter  and  placed  it  at  the 
Melrose  Historic  Complex.  The 
organization  also  acquired  the  Kate 
Chopin  Home,  which  was  later  named  a 
National  Historic  Landmark.  APHN  also 
received  the  Harnett  T.  Kane  Preservation 
Award  by  the  Louisiana  Landmark 
Society,  Inc.  Under  her  leadership,  the 
Association  also  did  more  than  $135,000 
in  restoration  work  at  Lemee  House  and 
the  Big  House  at  Melrose. 

Maxine  Southerland  also  was 
president  of  the  Natchitoches  - 
Northwestern  Symphony  Society,  the 
Louisiana  Home  Economics  Committee, 
Alpha  Delta  Kappa,  Kappa  Iota,  Phi 
Kappa  Phi  and  Delta  Kappa  Gamma.  She 
was  also  director  and  curator  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Museum,  History  of 
Louisiana  Education  and  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Council  on  Aging. 

She  is  a  2003  inductee  in  the  NSU 
Hall  of  Distinguished  Educators.  Her 
awards  include  Woman  of  the  Year  from 
the  Natchitoches  Area  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Mattie  O'  Daniel  Award 
given  to  a  senior  as  the  most  outstanding 
student  teacher.  She  was  named  to  Who's 
Who  Among  American  Women  and 
received  the  Educational  Award,  a  grant 
to  the  Museum  for  the  History  of 
Louisiana  Education  for  outstanding 
achievement  in  1983,  1984  and  1987.

or  the  fourth  year  in  a  row,  Northwestern  State  University  has  a  record  fall 
enrollment.  Northwestern  had  a  fall  enrollment  of  10,505,  an  increase  of  346 
students  or  3.4  percent  over  last  fall's  student  population  of  10,159. 


Northwestern  Alumnus 
Named  Vice  President  of 
University  Affairs 


"This  increase  in  enrollment  is  gratifying  to  all  of  us  associated  with  Northwestern," 
said  NSU  President  Dr.  Randall  J.  Webb.  "The  university  is  continuing  to  attract 
better  students  because  of  strong  academics  and  a  student  oriented  environment  that 
gives  them  an  opportunity  to  succeed." 

Northwestern  had  enrollment  increases  on  its  Shreveport,  Leesville/Fort  Polk 
campuses  and  at  other  sites  that  includes  electronic  classes.  Graduate  enrollment 
also  rose.  First-time  freshmen  say  the  university  has  not  lost  its  personal  touch  as 
enrollment  has  gone  up. 

"Northwestern  made  a  good  scholarship  offer  to  me  and  I  liked  the  small  campus 
environment,"  said  Elizabeth  Hammett,  a  freshman  fashion  merchandising  major 
from  Baton  Rouge.  "There  are  smaller  classes  here  with  a  good  ratio  of  professors  to 
students.  You  are  also  known  by  name  and  not  by  a  number." 

A  stronger  emphasis  on  out-of-state  recruitment  has  also  been  successful,  according 
to  Director  of  University  Recruiting  Jana  Lucky,  who  said  the  number  of  first-time 
freshman  from  outside  Louisiana  increased  by  42  percent  this  fall. 

"Everyone  at  Northwestern  was  friendly.  They  wanted  me  to  come  here,"  said  Cody 
Newsom,  a  freshman  general  studies  major  from  Mount  Vernon,  Texas.  "The  city  of 
Natchitoches  is  also  appealing  with  its  history  and  events  like  the  Christmas  Festival. 
Everyone  in  the  community  has  been  very  nice.  When  I  go  home,  I  will  let  people 
know  I  have  been  treated  well  here." 

Atfracting  and  keeping  students  is  a  campus  wide  effort  which  takes  place  year 
round  Lucky  said. 

"Everyone  associated  with  Northwestern  is  involved  with  recruiting  including 
faculty,  staff,  students  and  alumni,"  said  Lucky.  "Even  with  our  recent  success,  we 
are  driven  to  continue  to  attract  more  outstanding  students.  The  increases  drive  us  to 
do  more." 

Lucky  said  the  work  done  by  Luke  Dowden,  assistant  director  of  university 
recruiting  for  graduate  and  adult  studies,  and  Director  of  Electronic  and  Continuing 
Education  Darlene  Williams  under  the  direction  of  Acting  Provost  and  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Affairs  Dr.  Anthony  Scheflfler  played  an  important  role  in  the 
positive  enrollment  figures. 

According  to  Lucky,  NSU  continues  working  with  its  students  after  they  make  their 
college  decision.  Incoming  freshmen  are  helped  by  NSU's  Freshman  Connection 
program  and  other  events  planned  by  the  Office  of  New  Student  Programs. 

"The  people  at  Northwestern  got  to  know  me  on  a  personal  level,"  said  Mallorie 
Thornton,  a  freshman  from  Winnfield  who  is  a  member  of  the  NSU  softball  team. 
"That  has  made  the  transition  to  college  easy  for  me.  The  faculty  are  very 
knowledgeable  and  approachable.  They  give  you  their  office  hours  and  are  available 
to  help  you  if  you  need  it." 

Northwestern  also  has  more  than  100  chartered  student  organizations  which  help 
students  feel  at  ease,  according  to  freshman  Michael  Melsheimer  of  Baton  Rouge. 

"At  a  campus  this  size,  it  is  easier  to  make  friends,"  said  Melsheimer,  a  freshman 
nursing  major.  "Because  of  getting  involved,  I  can  walk  around  campus  and  see 
people  I  know  all  the  time.  When  I  was  a  high  school  senior.  Northwestern  let  me 
know  that  they  wanted  me  to  come  here.  1  was  a  priority  to  them.  I  feel  like  I  have  a 
new  family  here." 


John  Dilworth  has  been  named 
vice  president  for  university  affairs 
at  Northwestern  State  University. 
His  appointment  has  been  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
University  of  Louisiana  System. 

Dilworth  has  been  chief 
operation  officer  for  Caddo  Public 
Schools  for  the  past  three  years.  In 
that  position,  he  was  responsible  for 
matters  related  to  teaching, 
learning,  school  operations  and 
support  in  a  system  of  45,000. 
Dilworth  assisted  in  the  design, 
development  and  implementation  of 
multiple  programs  resulting  in 
significant  improvement  for 
academic  success  for  students.  He 
also  led  a  committee  in  revising  the 
district's  discipline  policy  to  assure 
consistency  in  the  disciplining  of 
students.  Dilworth  also  assisted 
with  the  adjusting  of  the  district's 
attendance  zone  boundaries  for 
better  utilization  of  facilities. 

"Mr.  Dilworth  was  an 
outstanding  candidate  for  this 
position.  The  screening  committee 
was  unanimous  in  its  recommen- 
dation of  him,"  said  NSU  President 
Dr.  Randall  J.  Webb."

Dilworth  joined  the  Caddo 
Parish  school  system  in  1977  as  a 
teacher  and  coach,  teaching  health, 
physical  education,  special 
education  and  driver  education  at 
Woodlawn,  Booker  T.  Washington 
and  Southwood  high  schools.  From 
1986  until  1992,  he  was  assistant 
principal  at  Captain  Shreve  High 
School. 

He  received  a  bachelor's  and 
master's  degree  at  NSU.

Dilworth  was  named  Educator 
of  the  Year  at  Captain  Shreve, 
Huntington  and  in  the  Caddo 
Parish  School  District.

NSU  PREP  Program  Helps 
Professionals  Find  a  Second 
Career  in  Education 

Northwestern  State  University  is  looking  for  a  few  good  people  who  want 
to  be  teachers.  NSU  PREP  (Preparing  Responsive  Educators  Program) 
has  been  developed  to  recruit,  select,  train  and  certify  teachers  for  classrooms 
in  an  1 1 -parish  area  in  north  and  central  Louisiana. 

Under  the  program,  persons  can  gain  teacher  certification  in  an 
accelerated  format.  NSU  PREP  will  begin  in  June  2004. 

According  to  NSU  Prep  Enrollment  Coordinator  April  Matt, 
requirements  include  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  regionally  accredited 
college  or  university  by  May  3 1 ,  2004  and  a  minimum  grade  point  average  of 
2.5.  Those  who  want  to  enroll  in  NSU  PREP  must  also  pass  the  Praxis  I 
reading,  writing  and  mathematics  test  and  the  Praxis  II  Subject  Area  test. 
They  must  also  submit  an  application  for  enrollment  in  PREP,  a  resume  and 
application  for  admission  to  NSU's  Graduate  School.  Three  official 
transcripts  from  all  colleges  and  universities  attended  are  also  required. 

"NSU  PREP  is  looking  for  people  who  have  no  background  in  the  field 
of  education  but  have  a  desire  to  become  a  teacher,"  said  Matt.  "This 
program  will  give  people  the  training  they  need  to  step  into  a  classroom  and 
begin  making  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  young  people  and  in  their 
community." 

People  from  all  professions  or  area  of  study  are  ideal  for  NSU  PREP, 
especially  those  who  have  excelled  as  students  or  in  their  previous  careers 
and  are  looking  for  opportunities  to  teach. 

"Achievers  who  have  the  flexibility  and  initiative  to  adapt  to  a  new 
environment  and  who  are  excited  by  challenges  and  the  opportunity  to  teach 
where  there  talents  are  most  needed  are  also  the  kind  of  people  we  are 
looking  for,"  said  Matt.  "Those  who  also  see  the  issues  facing  education  in 
Louisiana,  recognize  the  need  for  teachers  and  are  looking  for  a  way  to  do 
something  about  it  are  also  encouraged  to  enroll." 

Northwestem's  College  of  Education  has  been  working  on  PREP  for 
the  past  three  years.  The  university  recently  received  a  National  Teacher's 
Program  grant  from  the  Louisiana  Board  of  Regents  to  expand  its  reach. 

The  university  is  looking  to  place  teachers,  especially  those  in 
mathematics,  science  and  special  education,  in  school  systems  in  Catahoula, 
Concordia.  DeSoto,  Grant,  LaSalle,  Natchitoches,  Rapides,  Red  River, 
Sabine,  Vernon  and  Winn  parishes. 

"The  program  has  been  well  received  by  each  school  system  we  have 
talked  with,"  said  Matt.  "They  are  enthusiastic  about  having  those  who 
complete  NSU  PREP  begin  working  in  the  classroom."
